POTROGERAD, Juna 20—Ths Bhill pro-
viding for the permanent prohibitlon of
vodkn cams up in the Dumn yesterday for
the first time. The sesalon was glven oyer
to a discussion of the offectivensss of the
pressnt regulations forbldding the sale of
liquor and the ndvisability of perpetuating
tha ndvantages of the incrensed prosperity
evidonced throughout the country since the
{mparial decree nt the beginning of the
War,

Quoting the figures covering 11 months
of 1915, In which, despite the prohibltory
regulntions, nearly 4,000,000 vedros-—a
vodro equaling three and one-quarter gal-
lons—of Government liquor had been sold,
one speaker asscrted that drunkenness wans
becoming as prevalent as before the war,
and declared that mpasures ahould be taken
to strengthen the lnwn now in operation.

Drunkenness, continued  the speaker,
also had been lhereased by the Imbibition
of large quantities of furniture polish, eau
da cologne and other substitutes for lguor,
consumead by the peasant population.

The measure making the prohibition per-
manent will ba put to a vote at an early
dite, and It s expeocted will be passed with
littls opposition,
